In Opposition 10 4 Seplember Session
of Congress.

Looxa oal nly at the present condition of the
country, we do not hesitate to declare our |
opposition to a Suptember session of Congress. |
The reasons whioch indnce ue to thus dewm it
impolitio, If not tmproper, to thus oall the
national legislature together, are suflivient to
oarry conviotion at least to our mind. ‘

I. On the eve of a national election when |
the people have their ballots in their haod, it |
is oertainly expressing a doubt of the infalli- |
bility of this court of last resort, to make
laws to enforce its decision. Itfs motasifa
general election wers far off and the mlis-
guided, if not criminal, rulers must be held to
aoconntability by other powers than the
people. At present the people are themsslves
sitting in judgment and will, beyond all
doubt, punish their unfaithful servants. Why
not then leave this puoishwment without spe- |
ofal legislation? We ocanuot bat see thatif
any partisan legislation be indalged in, it
would do far more harm at the North than it
will do good at the South, If, at this late
hour, other tests for voting be imposed on tha |
Southern States, it will ba bronght agsinst us
at the North., We have had years to perfeot '
our system of reconstruotion. We oconsider |
that we have perfected it. If atthis time we
undo what we have done, wa at onoe confess |
that it is mot as it should be, and great oapital ]
will bs made out of such a confussion by the
aver-watohful Democracy.

II. Then, again, if Congress be assembled in
the heat of party passions, in the midst of the
poeething, bolling canldron of politioal qaarrels,
in which we are, there will natarally bs maoy
things said which will be intemperate in tone |
and highly inflammable in their character. We
have never, herstofore, held a seesion of Con-
gress in the midat of a Presidential election.
If we have ous now the result will be that,
instead of debatiog a question wisely, each
gpeech will be addressed to the people, and not
to the House. Partisavehip will ran ram-
pant, and sentiments will in all proba-
bility be uttered by both sides whioch will
do infinite damsge and might precipitate
bloodshed. Each party has in its ranks men
who aot rather from the heart than the head,
and onoe warmed up into passion they will
gay mavy things which in cooler moments
should have been repressed. Kspecially is this
the oase with the Republican Soathern mem-
bers. Their grisvaunces are great. They are
suffering gross wrongs and outrages, and the
peoople of the North kunow and reslize their
wrongs and will redress them. Bat if
they meet in Coogress, it is only natural
for them to seek protection and to speak with
great vehemence. This we do not want, Lot
the punishment of the Rebsl element be lefi
to the Northern people at the polls, and not
to intemperate legislation. To avoid any
suoh danger, befter let the Sonthera embors
keep their views until December.

III. Even if the selklon was to be called, the
tlme between its assemblage and the day of
election, is so short that the aot desired conld
not be made effeotive. Cungress mests on the
218t of September. It will require ten days
£0 maturea law, The President pockets It for
ten days. Thus it will be the 12th of Outober
before it could be a Iaw. Add to this the tiwe
necessary to tranamit it Bouth, have it pro-
olaimed, probably have the Legislatuzss called
together, and it will be seen that a0 law could
have more than a few days to take effoct. This
wounld patarally injure us in the Nortln The
conservative peopla are to day all with us, By
indisoretion we may drive them away. Let us,
therefore, not trust to the too iniflammable
apirit of the members, but leave it all to the
people.

IV. Finally, even if there was time and
there was no impropriety in suoh hasty legis-
lation, we do not deem it necessary. We con-
pider the election of General Grant as certain
a8 that there is a sum in the heavens, unless
we throw it away by our own action. The
people are fully alive to the necessities of the
oooasion, and appreciate, in a way whioh
no other people but the American ocan
appreciate, all the results of electing
one tioket or the other. - They see perfeotly
plainly what is the issus to-day, and recog-
nize its identity with that which called them
to sotion in 15860 and 1864. There i3 the same
battle between the institutions of the North
and of the South now as there was then, only
intensified by the war. Caste, privileges, and
anti-Democratio spirit on the ons side, unity
of Interest, equality of political rights, no
privileges, but justios to all on the other.
Beeing this, can we doubt the Ame-
rican people! No. The same deter-

mination which eleoted Lincoln in 1860,
and re-elected him in 1864, will eleoct
Grant in 1868 by a majority which will sur-
prise even his most savguine friends. This is
sure, inless we ourselves canvel onr chanoes

by groas lethargy or fatal error. Also, it ia

Tan course of affairs on the northern frontiar,
in British Amerioa, possessas at this period an
unneorl degres of interest. Various causes
combined to inapire the British Governman'
with  an awbition to oconsolidate and
atrengthen her provinoes on this oontinsut.
The Frenoh effort to establish an empire in
Mexioo having proved a total failure, the
Canadas presented the only remaining oppor-
tunity of maintaining & ocheck upen the free-
dom and inflnenes of the Uni'ed States on this
side of the Atlantio. The purchase of Alaska
stimulated inoreased exertions from the indi-
ostions it afforded of the disposition and
ability of the American people to extend their
frontiers. The Fenian ralds, with all their
follies, were suffisiently formidable to inapire
a fear that if the provinces were not olosly
watched they might be gobbled up plecs-meal,
or at all events, seriondy assalled by
the donghty championa of the Emeratd Isle,
who propose to liberate Ireland by
enslaving ocolonists on this continent. A pew-
erful industrial and commercial motive also
inepired a desire to retain under British con-
trol a railway route from the Atlantio te the
Pacifio, The New Dominion was the natural
offapring of these motives. The general char-
aoter of the schems is to effaot for the coloniats
who were formerly independent a union
goarcely less complete than the Awmerioans
cemented during and subsequent tothe Revo-
lution. Many diffionlties, however, have besen
enconntered in the completion of this combi.
pation. The old policy of the British Govern-
ment was to distract its colonies, keeping
them as distinct from each other as possible,
g0 that amid their conflicting interests and an-
tagonisms the influenocs of Parliament and the
Home office might remain supreme. Basides,
each colony had a distinot charter, which
conld mot rightfully be  abrogsted
without the olear oconsent of fta oiti-
zens. It was humilisting enongh to be under
the sway of trams-Atlauntic rolers, without
feeling the oppressive yoke of a band of adja-
oent oolonists. If the origiual thirteen colo-
nies of the United States had bsen combined
under a gort of Congress paramount to the
local Legislatnres, and if, at the same tima,
the authority of Great Britain remained as
gupreme as it was before the Declaration of
Ipdependence gave birth to the nation, we
would have a government substantially simi-
lar to that established by the New Dominion.
It is ensy to understand that this complex
gystem may authorize the establishment of a
double tyranny, and that it is mot
likely to prove popular among any por-
tion of a people whose proximity to our
country has inspired to mno inconside.
rable degree, an admiration and yearning for
republican institations. In Nova Sootia an-
tagoniem to the new form of government has
assumed an especially determined and reso-
lute shape. Her citizens were never really in
favor of thia project. At one period, however,
an unfaithful Legislatare, under the skilful
manipulation of an adroit Governor-General,
yielded a reluctant consent, and this consent
is now declared to be a complete barrier to
further opposition. In vain do the Nova SBoo-
tinns plead for the maintenanocs of their old
obarter, and denounce the injustice of an alli-
anoe antagonistio alike to their interests and
their prejudices. Parliament tarns a deaf oar
to their entreaties, and new intrignes are fo-
mented to seduce by bribes, decorations, and
cheap bhonors, her leading public men from
an advocacy of the known wishes of their con-
stitnents. For the present snbmission is in.
evitable, but one of the results of the indig-
nant feeling which has been arounsed is the
rapid growth of a proolivity towards annexa-
tion with the United States, and the opinion
has bgoome widely prevalent that such a
union is merely a queation of time.

None of the Colonies appear to ba partion-
larly well pleased with their prospeots. What
they need above all other things is free in-
tercourse with the United States, and the
abrogation of the Reociprocity Treaty bhas
proved a terrible blow to thsir prosperity. If
the efforts to revive it, whioh are now belng
made at Washington prove sunocessfal, British
rule will regain many of its lost charms; but
it is doubtful whether the Ameriocan people
will consent te this proposed remewal. The
gentiment prevailing when the treaty was ab-
rogated still exists to & large degree, and
there seems to be no good reason
why we should share, on equal terms, our
proeperity with any people who do not share
our burdens, and who are not in all things
bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh,

While the British Government does mot
totally ignore its duty of promoting the indus-
trial prosperity of its American possessions,
this duty is gemerally discharged in an offen-
sive, ungracions, and ineflicient manner, and
even nominal blessings are thus converted
into grievances. In constructing rallways, for
instance, commercial considerations are subor-
dinated to politioal and military objects. The
new Intercolenial Rallway, which is to be oon-
etructed at the joint expense of Canada and
Great Britain, is looated rather on the route
over which troops can be safely and rapidly
transported from Halifax to the interidr, than
on the line of development and settlement,
and the money of the Canadians is thus used
to forge their own ohaing,
